using two test sets and a watt 
meter, without seeing any varia- 
tions or fluctuations in measure- 
ments. All of the readings are 
exactly the same as they were a 
year ago. The problem could be 
anywhere from the exciter to the 
antenna. We have swapped out 
the power amplifier, replaced 
several cables, repaired suspicious look- 
ing connectors, and replaced the tri-plex- 
er. We know several things that it is not, 
but have not come to a definite conclu- 
sion that one thing or another is the prob- 
lem. | have been monitoring the signal 
strength on a spectrum analyzer for sev- 
eral weeks. There is no variation in signal 
strength at my QTH when the repeater is 
operating. It just drops out for a few sec- 
onds, and then comes right back to nor- 
mal level, nothing in between. There has 
been no correlation between the failures 
and wind, rain, or temperature. 


Jim and | have a couple of other ideas 
to pursue. We are definitely working to 
resolve the problem and make the 148.88 
repeater the reliable powerhouse that it 
once was.

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SPOTTERS PROTECT QUADRANT DurinG JULY STORMS

line of severe thunderstorms came 

through northeastern Indiana and 
northwestern Ohio July 10. When the 
National Weather Service issued a severe 
thunderstorm watch at 12:31 p.m. EDT, 
IMO SKYWARN went into standby mode 
on the 146.88 MHz ACARTS repeater. By 
the time the operation ended at 3:28 
p.m., 35 stations had participated in the 
operation, representing the following 
counties: Allen (Ind.), Allen (Ohio), Black- 
ford, Huntington, Noble, Whitley and Van 
Wert. IMO SKYWARN received 12 reports, 
which were relayed via telephone to the 
National Weather Service office in North 
Webster. 


In quadrant two, the system dropped 
some hail and did straight-line wind dam- 
age, including blowing down trees and 
power lines. Most of those reports came 
from Blackford, Jay and Van Wert Coun- 
ties. 


This is the same storm system that 
briefly dropped an EF1 tornado on Peru, 
which is in IMO SKYWARN quadrant three. 
What happened in Peru emphasized the 
value of the 35 stations who were in- 
volved in the quadrant two operation. 
The National Weather Service did not re- 
ceive any reports of the Peru storm dam- 
age until hours after it occurred — and well 
after the same storm system had passed 
through quadrant two. With 35 stations 
available during a weekday, I’m confident 
that the NWS would have heard about 
such damage much sooner, had it been 
on our area. Keep up the good work! 


Online Training Still Available 


While we can be proud that so many 
hams show up and are ready to report 
when severe weather threatens, some of 
those well-meaning hams might not have 
recently received National Weather Ser- 
vice spotter training. Training is important 
for many reasons. It helps you know what 
to look for and how not to be fooled by 
“look-alike” phenomena that doesn’t rep- 
resent danger. Most importantly, it helps 
you know how to remain safe while serv- 
ing as a storm spotter. 


Online independent study storm spot- 
ter training became available this year. It’s 
easy to use and very informative. In July, 
the National Weather Service informed 
me that 32 Allen County (Ind.) residents 
have completed the online training. Of 
those, 12 are licensed ham radio opera- 
tors: K9JDF, KB9OWWN, KAQIPA, KBOW- 
WM, KC9CGN, KC9EZP, KC9HIY, KCOMUT, 
N9OMEL, N9OUKE, W9GGA and WO9LW. If 
you've completed the online training but 
aren't on that list, contact me at w9lw@ 
arrl.net and I'll put you in touch with 
the appropriate person at the National 
Weather Service. If you're one of the hams 
who participate in SKYWARN operations 
but have not taken the new online spot- 
ter training course, | strongly urge you to 
complete the training. You can find it at 
this URL: http://ow.ly/nryDX (the URL is 
case-sensitive). 


SKYWARN Hams Program Weather 
Radios 


In my June and July columns, | forgot 
to mention that several local hams pro- 
vided a valuable public service in late 
May, by helping people program the 
Specific Area Message Encoding (SAME) 
decoders on their NOAA Weather Radios. 
Properly configured radios reduce the 
incentive to turn off weather radios that 
activate for warnings affecting distant 
areas. Several organizations hosted the 
weather radio programming events, in- 
cluding Walgreens, Kroger, WANE-TV and 
the Allen County Department of Home- 
land Security. One event occurred at a 
Walgreens on West Jefferson Blvd and the 
other happened a few days later at the

Kroger on Dupont Road. The following 
hams volunteered their time at one or 
both of the events: Tom Baker, N9TB; Jim 
Moehring, KB9WWM; Joseph Lawrence, 
KORFZ; Tom Rupp, KU8T; Charles Ward, 
KC9MUT; and Jay Farlow, W9LW. Together 
they programmed a total of more than 
100 weather radios.

Were Is Cycte 24 HEADED? 


Carl Luetzelschwab KOLA 


Wi solar minimum be- 
tween Cycles 23 and 
24 in late 2008 (based on 
the numerical minimum of 
smoothed solar data), we are 
now almost five years into 
Cycle 24. Based on historical , 
data, that’s a bit longer than 
the average rise time of all pre- 
vious twenty three solar cycles. In other 
words, we're probably very near (or past!) 
solar maximum. Figure 1 is the latest data 
for Cycle 24 in terms of the 10.7 cm solar 
flux. 


The highest smoothed solar flux so far 
is 126.8 in early 2012. If solar activity does 
not pick up, this will be the maximum of 
Cycle 24. 10-Meters should still be good 
this fall and winter, but after that F2 open- 
ings on 10-Meters will begin decreasing 
in number and in duration. 


But solar activity could pick up. This op- 
timism is based on the fact that sunspots 
emerge asymmetrically in the northern 


sunspots and an 


and southern solar hemispheres. Figure 2 
shows this asymmetry back to the start of 


Cycle 23. 


Early on in Cycle 24 the north- 
ern hemisphere dominated. But 
it looks like the southern hemi- 
sphere has caught up due to a 
decrease in northern hemisphere 
increase in 


southern hemisphere sunspots. If south- 
ern hemisphere activity continues, then 
we're likely to have a second peak — just 
as Cycle 23 had a second peak. 


What this means is that propagation 
on the higher bands (15-Meters, 12-Me- 
ters, and 10-Meters) will be prolonged 
for another year or so. It also raises hope 
that there may even be some 6-Meter F2

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THE FOXHUNT CHRONICLES 


he sixth foxhunt of the 2013 FWRC's 

foxhunt season occurred on Sunday, 
the 14th of July as planned. The July hunt- 
ers consisted of the team of Steve & Lin- 
da Nardin, W9’s SAN and LAN plus their 
grandson Alex, the team of Jim & Kim Ma- 
chamer, KB9’s DOS and DOT, the team of 
Charles Ward, KC9MUT and Fred Gengna- 
gel, KC9EZP, and the team of Annie & Jim 
Pliett, KA9YYI and K9OMA plus Carole & Al 
Burke, WB9's RUS and SSE. 


Dave Spence, K9NDU and Bob Dean, 
KC9UHU served as the wily fox. The actu- 
al (micro-power) fox was hidden under a 
log in a nature preserve just off Chapman 
Rd. near Coldwater Rd. They used a mo- 
bile rig feeding a yagi as the high power 
fox and both the high power fox and the 
micro-power fox operated on the input 
to the 146.76 MHz machine so that the 
local ham community could follow the 
goings-on of the hunt. Joseph Lawrence, 
KBORFZ was also at the Off-Track Betting 
Parlor starting point trying out some ex- 
perimental DF equipment, but he did not 
join in on the hunt proper. 


When the high power fox came up 
at 13:30 the signal was a little weak, but 
eventually everyone heard it coming 
from the north, and the race was on. 


Our team headed up Lima Rd. until the 
bearings indicated that the signal was 
starting to have an easterly bearing, so 
we turned right on Gump Rd. and headed 
to the east. The Nardin and Machamer 
teams continued heading up Lima Rd.,

and we didn’t see where the Ward/Geng- 
nagel team got off too. 


When we got close to Coldwater Rd. 
the bearing started indicating north again 
so headed up Coldwater and then started 
hearing the third harmonic. At that point 
we were pretty sure that the fox had to 
be located at a small nature preserve that 
had served as a foxhunt hiding place in 
the past. 


As it turned out our team was the first 
to localize the fox, and the first to find the 
actual micro-fox, thirty minutes after the 
hunt began. The Nardin crew located the

micro-fox one minute later, followed by 
the Machamer’s thirty three minutes into 
the hunt, and then by the Ward/Geng- 
nagel crew at forty five minutes. As it 
turned out, the Nardin crew had 1.2 less 
miles on their odometer than we did. So 
by the time-mileage criterion we use for 
the hunts, the Nardin crew were the win- 
ners, and they will be the fox for the Au- 
gust hunt. 


As you can imagine, the final scores for 
this hunt were pretty close together as 
listed in the table below along with the 
year to date cumulative points. 


In August the fox will operate on the 
input to the 147.255 MHz machine.
